fleet "that the -flagship 'had "made out"

• In a pit, 108 feet below the.roadway, 


the body of George Elholm, who disap- 
pearcd during" the blizzard last Sunday 
night, was' discovered about 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, at.the'stone, qua;-' 
i-ics of'the John O'Laughlin Stone.Co., 
located at Ivcs. The body was lying 
face down and.frozen in the ice. .Coron- 
er'Jonas Hoyle was notified, hurried'to 
the scene and the remains of the dead 
nihn were brought to-the undertaking 
parlors of TJayerman and-lirug on.Mam 
treet. Examination revealed that there 
.vere few wounds aiid bruises; that all 
o f - t h e diamonds and other • valuables 
were in the clothin'and soine money 


amount. Coroner 
Hoyle empaneled 


jury and the holding of the inquest was 
commenced this afternoon at'3.o'clock. 


His Neck Was Broken.

The speech of Congressman Kucster- 


jn»n the other day, calling for the change 
in methods through which congress has 
tried to increase our tonnage on the 
pcean, will be ignored because it is not 
' pleasant to recognize a truth now pret- 
tv well patent to many. This is that 
our policy ot encouraging our merchant 
tnsrinc ha» proven a failure as far as 
the ocean tonnage goes, though the coast 
trade tonnage is very large and iucreas- 
jng and this of course would be protcct- 


rcmcdy 
by 


Adopting an ocean subsidy, 
but

Method is questionable, and a larger 
jnail subsidy is called for, but the mail 
subsidy plan as a means of increasing 
tonnage ami trade, has not proven as 
euccessful as it might be. 


Congressman Kuosterman points out 


in his speech that while in I860 our ves- 
sels carried t>6.» per cent of our foreign 
commerce, by 1885 this has decreased to 
27.5 per cent, by 1801 to 10.3 per cent 
and at the present time it is less than 
eight per cent. American citizens Own 
sailing out of our ports 136 steamships 
with a tonnage of 672;4o5 and every ves. 
eel flying under either the British, Bel- 
gium. Norwegian or German flag. Thin 
j-eprfsents by no menus all the owner- 
ship of Americans in vessels compelled 
to fly a foreign flag because not entirely 
built in this country. The working of 
this law is that our shipyards receive 
fcut little benefit and our own govern- 
ment so far ignores the regulation and 
looks out for its own immediate dollars 
*nd cents interests, that it today owns 
as Mr. Kueatcrroai) say. thirty-eight 
steamships of 102,100 tons used as trans- 
ports and collier*. These steamerB, every 
one, are foreign built and under the law 
cannot fly the flag of the United States, 
for how can the government break a law 
it compels it* own citizens to obey'i 


The point is made that if our citizens 


can buy foreign built ships and fly the 
flag of" their country by 
securing 
an 


American register, it gives them the 
eame rights attaching to foreigners. This 
might be done say the contenders for a. 
change and continue our provisions as 
to protecting our coastwise trade fully, 
BO that while 
foreign 
built 
vessels 


appear in the foreign trade every one of 
them would necessarily have to be own- 
ed by Americans so as to fly the Ameri- 
can flag. 


Of all our congressmen, he (Mr. Kues- 


terman), has had the nerve, the audac- 
ity, to crack at a system that while it in 
no wise has helped our foreign carrying 
trade, has been the means of putting 
Sn the pockets of foreigners a very large 
proportion of that balance of trade we 
boast of through our protective tarift'. 
Of the half a billion 'favorable balance 
of trade, foreigners, easily bag a third 
pf it for carrying chargew if not more 


However, whether favoring this propo- 


sition or not, perhaps not as to the full 
text bi: thJu member of congress, it does 
no harm to at least give a part of his 
argument favoring giving registration to 
(American citissens having vessels built 
•broad. Mr. Kucsteiman says: 


"Mot 
only does the American-owned 


ite»,ni tonnage under foreign flags, which 
'•houlU be under the American flag but 
lor our present navigation laws, greatly 
«^ceed in carrying capacity all the ton- 
sage now under t-hw American flag en-; 
(aged in foreign trade, hut it nearly 
•quals the entire iron and steel tonnage 
of Norway, equals that of Spain, and 
exceeds that of Italy and -Japan. 


"It is true American capital reaps the 


Jirotit from these ships now under for- 
eign flags, the same as though they were 
•ailing under the American flag. 


"Another thing that should be borne in 


jnind is the fact that the tax in Ger- 
many and Great Britain on. ocean-going 
Vessels is somewhat lower than is charg- 
ed by most of our coast -states, .though 
Jsew York, Alabama, and Washington 
»ise no tax on American shipping en- 
ysged exclusively in -foreign trade. 


"To help matters, every state in the 


Union would probably bo willing to fol- 
low the example sot by New York and 
the other -states mentioned. 


"To have such a large number of Am- 


erican-owned vessels on'the seas under 
the flag and protection of foreign na- 
tions certainly means a distinct loss in 
national prestige. 


"Junt as our flag on war vessels is dis- 


played abroad, presumably to Impress 
other nations with our power, tfo the dis- 
play of our flag on -merchant vessels in 
foreign ports is desirable to strengthen 
our position an a commercial nation. 


"Whether or not' 'trade follows the 


flag, it is certain that the flag increases 
the business importance and respect for 
the trailer as well a.-i his nation. 


"Tlirrr is little doubt that nil mat-

merchant marine is falling behind when 
such obstacles arc placed in the path of 
our enterprising people arid they are 
made to p»y BO dearly for the privilege 
of sailing under the American flag. 


"The plea that tlia American ship- 


building industry would Buffer by allow- 
ing Arne-ic«n registry of ships in the 
foreign trade and built or purchased in 
foreign countries is not justified, because 
there are no foreign-going vessels now 
built in American shipyards. 
On the 


other- hand, our shipbuilders would be 
benefited by the repairs and-alterations 
that would from time to time, become 
necessary on ;these foreign-built ships. • 


"The same enterprise that enabled us 


to compete in almost every other line 
would enable American workmen to so 
improve on present ship-building meth- 
ods in this country, .and so reduce the 
cost, that not many years would pass 
b*fore American shipyards would build 
the greater number of our foreign-go- 
ing ships.

The 
story is better told by republishing an 
editorial in the Chicago Record-Herald 
of a. few days ago which may add some 
fresh supplies' of interest to a subject 
growing rapidly in public interest. This 
subject being the extermination of tub- 
erculosis in cattle used for meats and 
supplying milk, .or in default the ex- 
termination of the animals infected. The 
plan being that of isolating infected ani- 
mals if there are chances of recovery, 
or if not, the law to demand their killing 
with owners being compensated there- 
fore in full. But here is what the Chi- 
cago paper says:

If Wisconsin at- 
temps.'to resort of ,a mistaken system 
such as is and are special assessments 
according to the property frontage, the 
good'roads construction wilt be a failure, 
as this method is not popular in the 
country.

consisting of the president of the State 
University and two practical farmers. 
Their work is indorsed by the Illinois 
Farmers' Institute. A. X. Johnson of

ployed by this commission, in his address 
to the institute at Peoria, said: 


"'The state is divided into about I,- 


500 road districts and townships, each 
acting'independent of the other in road 
improvement. With no. definite system 
and the road commissioner's office chang- 
ing hands frequently, riot more than the 
half of the $5,000,000 spent annually on 
the 95,000 miles of road is spent to ad- 
vantage. 
" 'Over $2,000,000 per year are spent in 


bridge construction. The method of let- 
ting contracts is cumbersome and, unbus- 
inesslike, and lack of skilled supervision 
is very apparent. A serious fact is that 
public safety is not concerned - in this 
work. The taxpayers have given large 
sums of money for bridges and have se- 
cured, in general, structures wholly in- 
adequate for the purpose and very often 
at far too high a cost. Safe and eco- 
nomical bridges can not be secured, as a 
rule, under the present system. 


" 'The state should have a closer rela- 


tion with the road and bridge construc- 
tion that the taxpayers may secure bet- 
ter results for the money spent. The 
state highway commission was created to 
demonstrate to the taxpayers through- 
out the state that a'very great improve- 
ment of the roads and bridges was pos- 
sible, without increasing the taxei, pro- 
viding the people were willing to adopt

treaty was accorded the same rights as 
favored nations, this meaning Japan 
would have the favored nation clause in 
her treaties with us to protect her against 
the legislation proposed by the. Pacific 
coast, di»crimin»ting against b«r oiti- 
vtens. It would not perhaps need very 
astul* miiu5i> to fi^ur* ont the secret of 
this intimation of the Chinese Six com- 
panies to the president, that he should 
interest himself as to this differentiation 
of treaty terms as to the Chinese, in 
that Japan was accorded more equal 
treatment than was China. 
-For some tinU to conic there will be 
no renewal of attempts'to enact legifila 
tion that may involve us in trouble. Vet 
it will do no harm if the communities not 
having in their midst such numbers of 
orientals at least consider the feelings 
of the coast people. Their ways and 
methods are not ours and never can be, 
but it is to the national government 
that must be looked to protect the Amer- 
ican people. 


However, the pcQplt of a state may 


feel, in presence of treaties directly in- 
volving the general government, state 
legislation is not the process to adopt.

FOR THE PROPER PROTECTION 


The address of Mr, H. E. Milss before 


he tariff revision convention aflndian- 
..polis was not only conservative, but it 
breathed the true air of that protection 
he early advocates of protective tariffs 
issumed. Mr. Miles assumed, as do all 
evisionists in Republican ranks, that 
ehedules were not sacred and stated that: 
many such were of assistance to Aoieri- 
<m industries, but that other schedules 
were out of' proportion and had a bad 
appenranoe. A proper tariff is necessary 
f our international trade is to be increas- 
•d, and in its present form schedules are 
not well calculated to best subserve the 
acreage of our foreign trad«, and create 
new markets. 


The speaker favored a tariff commiBr 


jion, one whose tirae will be Hpent in ob- 
serving conditions both, at home and 
abroad, and thus keeping themselves ia- 
ormed as to- the -effective- working of 
tariff rates. This commission will know 
f it attends to business and not to pol- 
tics, whether the effectiveness of rates 
s injuring our foreign trade or helping, 
and .it will from time to time make re- 
>ort» to congress,

The best minds now engaged upon this 


task of tariff revision have assumed it is 
not their duty to argue before the mem- 
Mrs of the congressional committee mak-

The rates of duty are of them- 
selves sufficient or at least ought to be 
sufficient, to prove whether or not pro-

Then ifbllowed responses 
Try the visiting corn'miss'ioners • and re- 
marks by members of the cabinet and 
others. 


President Roosevelt Speaks. 


After extending on the behalf of tlie 


American people, his heartiest welcome 
the president declared.that nothing aug- 
ured better the'development of the en- 
tire continent than this conferenc. "I 
feel," said thb president, "that this con- 
ference is one. of the important steps 
that have been taken in recent years 
looking toward the harmonious, co-opera- 
tinn between the nations of the earth for 
the common advancement of all. 


"In international relations, 
I 
think 


that the great feature of.the .growth'of 
the 'last century has been, the mutual 
recognition of the fact.that instead of :t 
being normally to the interest of one 
nation to see another depressed, it is 
nominally to the interest of each na- 
tion to see the others uplifted. 


"I believe that • the. • movement which 


you today initiate is of the utmost im- 
portance to this hemisphere and may b« 
of the utmost importance to the world at 
large. 


"I am anxious to do all in my power 


to work in harpiony for . the common 
good of all instead of each working to 
get something at the expense of the 
others. Ultimately each of us will profit 
immeasureably if instead of 'striving to 
advance .by trampling, down 'the other, 
each strives to advance together-for the 
common advancement." •

ALFALFA, VALUABLE PRODUCT 


Speakers Show'Worth of Griin »s Milk 


. Producer Comparing, Quantity of Pro- 


ein ProducedT-^ives Warning Against 


:F*ke, Agents—Best, Seed* Secured by 
Process of Elimination. 


A farmers' institute at which many of 


the farmers of Racine.county gathered 
was opened at the Racine city hall this 
morning. The ' sessions will continue 
;hrough this afternoon and up to ten 
o^clock tonight. 
The meeting is in 


charge, of able and experience! men who 
have devoted their time to a study of 
agricultural conditions in thev state of 
Wisconsin. C. H. Everett is the chair- 
man of the gathering.' 


At ten o'clock this morning, Mayor 


Horlick delivered an address of welcome 
;o those in'attendance. This was follow- 
ed by a series of lectures upon the sub- 
ject of "Plant Breeding" by Prof. R. A. 
Moore" of the state experimental sta- 
tion in connection 'with the state univer- 
sity at Madison. The best manner of 
raising alfalfa, com and barley was.de- 
picted b'y'the professor, and many valu- 
able suggestions were made. 


The, lack of appreciation among the 


farmers of the state of the true value of 
alfalfa, was deplored by Prof. Moore. 
Facts were introduced showing that one 
acre of alfalfa will produce more pro- 
tein than any other known produst. 
It 


is this protein that is necessary for the 
production of milk, hence alfalfa is ex- 
tremely valuable as a food for milch 
cows. Comparisons of the productions 
of protein among the different grains 
showed that alfalfa will produce three 
times as much of this element per acre 
as does clover, nine times as much as 
timothy, and twelve t!imes as much as 
bromc grass. 


Warned Against Fakirs. 


The farmers were warned against being 


taken in by companies who offer inocu- 
lation compounds for sale. Many of 
these firms sell their products for large 
sums of money, and the farmer gets no 
return at all for his money. Mr. Moore 
believes in inoci'lation, but he says that 
as yet there has been discovered no ef- 
fective process of performing the opera- 
tion. He advised the farmer* to use 
only about a, ton .per acre of soil upon 
which sweet clover had been growing as 
the best innoculation. method. 


Process of Elimination. 


Corn breeding proved an interesting 


subject. The professor described the 
plan of selection of seed and drying used 
at the experiment station. A field was 
gone through and best plants selected. 
From these plants, the seed was preserv- 
ed'and planted the next year; the plants 
from this seed were then gone through 


d the best delected as before. This 


was kept up for several yars, the exper- 
imenters, always endeavoring to have the 
seed of the same general type. These ex- 
periments have been kept up for many 
years, until today the state of Wiscon- 
sin has the reputation for corn seed that 
reaches all over the United States and 
in several foreign countries. 


The Wisconsin Experimental associa- 


tion, consisting of some sixteen hundred 
members, has been the direct means 'of. 
the, success attained in the Wisconsin 
station. 


• 
Value of Btrley. 


The manner of selecting barley was 


shown to be much the same as that of 
selecting corn. The speaker dwelt at 
great length upon the value of barley and 
urged that much more be planted in this 
section. 


At the close of the talks by Prof. 


Moore, many questions were asked by the 
farmers in attendance'and so great was 
the interest it was necessary for the 
conductors to stop the questioners in or- 
der that an adjournment for 
dinner 


might be taken. Many exhibits of corn, 
barley" and other grains were shown to 
the farmers, us well as » contrivance for 
the testing, planting, etc of the seed. A 
patent milking machine attracted much 
attention. 


The session was continued this after- 


noon at 1:30 when Mr. H. C. Taylor of 
Ordrillc, Wis.. talked upon the subject 
'•'How Shall We Get Cowst" The re- 
mainder of the afternoon program was 
as follows: 2:30 p. m,.

Governor Davidson, in Report of State 


Conservation Commission, Urges That 
Franchises Be Mad* in 'Nature of 


Limited Leases. 
'

MADISON, Wis., Feb. 
18.—Governor 


Davidson today.transmitted to the Wis- 
consin legislature a report of the state 
conservation commission. ' The. commis- 
sion 
recommends that 
franchises 
be 


placed in the hand* .of, the railroad rate 
commission or'a similar,boarolj that such 
franchises be in the nature of leases for 
a, long term of years, to be renewable, 
on equitable terms; that, a reasonable 
conscrvfttibn- charge be levied on all de- 
veloped water powers on rivers, such in- 
come to be applied, to the extension of. 
the state forest .reserve and that the 
survey of water, powers be completed in 
cooperation with the United States geol- 
pgical s u r v e y . ' , . ' • • 
'The report of the1 conservation com- 
mittee shows that the power is only one- 
third developed 'and states that the un- 
deceloped powers, estimated on the basis 
of the minimum for the entire year rep- 
resents about 350,000 horsepower and 
that'the. •minimum flow, for the, highest 
six months represents 653,000 horsepow- 
er. 


The commission suggests that funds 


for the extension of the forest reserve 
may be secured by issuing certificates -of ] 
indebtedness" '•"on"- forest' lands owned by 
the state to the extent of an amount not 
to exceed $11,000,000. 
. 


THE TARIFF. COMMISSION FLAW. 
. Evening Wisconsin: The national tar- 
k convention. at Indianapolis has been 
recognized alf along as favoring,* com- 
mission. When it adjourns it will have 
done what it could for the creation of a 
tariff commission of seven or nine mem- 
bers. It believes that the program for 
congress to follow at the proposed extra 
seseion is to make the few changes in 
the tariff which are urgently required, 
pass a tarifl' commission bill, and go 
home.

The sentiment in favor of a commis- 


sion ia based on a desire to get away 
from haphazard tariff duties and have 
a system of schedules symmetrically con- 
structed in accordance with the sound 
underlying principles of protection. 
It 


js hoped to avoid the predominance of 
selfish influences which in the past have 
sometimes succeeded in making certain 
schedules for the benefit of a few people 
with a. "pull," instead .of for the bene- 
fit of the, whole country.' 


The idea has been approved by muny 


of the most trusted public men as well 
as by representatives of important in- 
dustrial interests in different parts of 
the union. 
Ex-^Senator Spooner advo- 


cated it when he was in the senate. 


The only objection which is likely to 


be brought against the proposed com- 
mission plan of revision ia that there 
was a commission nearly thirty years 
ago -which made recommendations that 
congress did net heed. The objection ia 
pertinent but not conclusive. A change 
has come over the commerce of the world 
in the years that have intervened. The 
exports of American manufactures were 
trifling then; they aro immense today. 
The most advanced nations are compet- 
ing for the markets of the world and al! 
but England striving at the same time to 
preserve their home markets'for them- 
selves. Tariff-making has become » sci- 
ence. 


If under existing circumstances con- 


gress is afforded the data which will en- 
able it to frame schedules scientifically 
instead of empirically, it may welcome 
the advantages that following the scien- 
tific plan will gain for the nation. Every 
schedule should be drawn up in the light 
of the fullest information. 
The days 


have passed when this country could af- 
'ford to construct .tariff measures in th« 
dark. 


NEED FOR RETRENCHMENT. 


Milwaukee Sentinel: One of tie most 


embarrassing problems that will confront 
the Taft administration as soon as it 
comes into being will be .that of the na- 
tional finances. 


The expenses of the government for 


the fiscal year ending June 30, 1909, will 
exceed the receipts by 
approximately 


$130,000,000. 
The estimated deficit for 


next year will be $143,000,000. It does 
not require very much of a mathemati- 
cian to discover that this country can 
not increase its debt by $140,000,000 to 
$150,000,000 a year without serious con- 
sequences. 


There arc two w«ye in which the reve- 


nue of tlie government may be made to 
equal its expenses.- One Is "by increasing 
th" taxes, but our'national'lawmakers 
know-very well that the'people will not 
stand a war tax in times'of peace, nor 
will they submit quietly arid tamely a 
tax on the necessities of life. Some other 
revenue measures must be devised that 
Till increase the income of the govern- 
ment without entailing extra burdens 
upon the masses of the'people. 


Another method and the most sensi- 


ble and businesslike method of solving 
this problem will be to reduce the ex- 
penditures of the government. This per- 
haps may bo easier said than done, and 
yet there ought .to be soroe places where 
estimates of expenditures can bo pared 
down without crippling the work of the 
government. 


Altogether it is a. serious and knotty 


problem with which the 
congressional 


lenders arc even now grappling. The de- 
ficit for the current year can not be 
avoided but Unless' some means may be 
devised for preventing a similar or larg- 
er deficit next year, the Republican par- 
ty will be. seriously handicapped and the 
Taft administration greatly embarrassed 
in the elections of 1910.
